Notes  from  The  Director's  Office 


Our  Hospital,  during  its  179-year  his- 
tory, has  served  the  community  and  the 
nation  notably.  Its  progress  has  paced 
that  of  our  country's  and  we  have 
weathered  many  a  crisis  together — wars, 
epidemics,  depression  and  inflation. 
Now  the  nation  is  in  the  midst  of  a  new 
emergency  whose  repercussions  are  just 
beginning  to  be  felt. 

Most  of  us  have  done  some  hard 
thinking  about  how  plans  for  increasing 
our  armed  forces,  together  with  the  step- 
ping up  of  production  of  arms,  planes 
and  ships  is  going  to  affect  our  Hospital. 
As  the  months  go  by  and  this  long-range 
program  of  military,  economic  and 
home-front  preparedness  gets  into  full 
swing,  we  shall  face  serious  person- 
nel shortages.  Already  the  country's  re- 
sources of  available  manpower  have 
shrunk  nearly  to  the  vanishing  point.  It 


will  become  increasingly  difficult  to  find 
personnel  of  our  customary  high  calibre 
to  replace  those  who  must  leave  to  serve 
their  country.  An  institution  such  as 
ours,  with  its  world-wide  reputation  for 
high  standards  of  service,  cannot  com- 
promise. These  standards,  reflecting  the 
quality  and  worth  of  the  people  render- 
ing that  service,  must  be  maintained. 

A  possible  but  unpleasant  answer  to 
the  problem  was  given  by  President 
Truman  when  he  said  in  one  of  his  re- 
cent messages  to  the  people:  "We  shall 
all  have  to  work  harder  and  longer." 
Working  together  we  can  and  will  de- 
vise means  to  solve  this  and  many  other 
perplexing  problems  that  unquestion- 
ably lie  ahead.

We  Give  First  Aid 
To  Parking  Problem 

On  October  1,  a  new  parking  plan 
went  into  effect  which,  it  is  hoped,  will 
solve  the  problem  of  providing  adequate 
parking  space  for  those  of  us  who  work 
at  the  Center. 

The  plan  is  the  result  of  several 
months  of  study  of  various  suggestions. 
Here's  the  new  setup: 

Hourly  parking  is  available  in  the 
Hospital  garage  on  70th  Street  at  the 
rate  of  $.25  for  the  first  4  hours  or 
any  fraction  thereof,  and  $.05  for  each 
additional  hour  or  any  fraction  thereof. 

Daytime  reserved  parking  is  available 
in  the  Hospital  garage  for  $7.50  per 
month. 

Full-time  reserved  parking  is  available 
in  the  Hospital  garage  for  $18  per 
month. 

The  hike  in  Hospital  garage  rates  for 
both  daytime  and  full-time  parking  has 
been  necessitated  by  increased  operat- 
ing costs.

Our  Mr.  Jackson 
Goes  To  Washington 

Perhaps  when  you  read  of  the  ap- 
pointment of  William  H.  Jackson  as 
deputy  director  of  the  Central  Intelli- 
gence Agency,  it  never  occurred  to  you 
that  the  man  President  Truman  had  ap- 
pointed was  our  Mr.  Jackson. 

That  the  former  president  of  The  So- 
ciety has  been  called  to  Washington  to 
become  second  in  command  of  the  na- 
tion's top  security  agency  in  these  critic- 
al times  should  be  a  source  of  pride  to 
the  entire  staff  of  NYH.  Mr.  Jackson's 
"boss"  will  be  Lieut.  Gen.  Walter  Bedell 
Smith,  former  U.  S.  Ambassador  to  the 
Soviet  Union. 

A  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  the  Hospital  since  1939,  Mr.  Jackson 
was  elected  president  of  The  Society  in 
1941  and  with  the  exception  of  a  mili- 
tary leave  of  absence  from  1942-46,  he 
held  this  office  until  June,  1949,  when 
he  was  succeeded  by  John  Hay  Whitney. 
Since  that  time,  he  had  been  a  vice- 
president. 

Because  of  his  new  responsibilities,

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Miss  Parker  To  Retire 
In  June;  Miss  Carbery 
Will  Succeed  Her 

Although  she  plans  to  be  with  us  un- 
til next  summer.  Miss  Bessie  A.  R. 
Parker,  associate  director  of  the  Nursing 
Service  and  associate  dean  of  the  School 
of  Nursing  has  announced  that  she  will 
retire  on  June  30,  1951.  At  that  time, 
she  will  have  completed  almost  19  years 
of  service  with  us,  having  come  here 
in  1932  when  the  Center  was  opened. 

A  successor  has  been  named  so  that 
she  may  "learn  the  ropes"  before  Miss 
Parker  leaves.  She  is  Muriel  Carbery 
who  will  return  to  us  in  February  from 
a  year's  leave  of  absence  during  which 
she  completed  work  on  a  Master's  de- 
gree from  Catholic  University.  On  Miss 
Parker's  retirement,  Miss  Carbery  will 
assume  the  position  of  associate  direc- 
tor of  the  Nursing  Service  and  will  also 
hold  a  university  appointment  as  assis- 
tant professor  of  nursing. 

Succeeding  Miss  Carbery  in  her  form- 
er post  as  head  of  our  operating  room 
nursing  service  will  be  Edna  Tuffley, 
who  has  been  acting  head  during  her 
chief's  leave  of  absence.  Miss  Tuffley 
also  will  hold  a  university  appointment 
as  assistant  professor  of  surgical  nurs- 
ing. 

Miss  Parker's  retirement  will  bring  to 
a  close  a  33-year  career  in  nursing.  Be- 
fore becoming  a  nurse,  she  had  taught 
grammar  school  in  a  town  in  her  native 
New  Brunswick,  Canada.  Following  her 
graduation  from  Rhode  Island  Hospital 
Training  School  for  Nurses,  Miss  Park- 
er joined  the  staff  of  that  hospital  as 
assistant  superintendant  of  nurses  and 
instructor  in  nursing  practice.  In  1921, 
she  went  to  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Hospital  in  Brooklyn,  becoming  super- 
intendent of  nurses  in  1926.  In  1932, 
Miss  Parker  joined  the  staff  of  The  New 
York  Hospital  as  administrative  assis- 
tant, evening  nursing  service.  From 
1936-40,  she  was  head  of  medical  and 
surgical  nursing  instruction  and  services 
and  assistant  director  of  the  School  of 
Nursing;  from  1940-42,  director  of  the 
Nursing  Service  and  School  of  Nursing. 
Following  the  school's  affiliation  with 
Cornell  University  in  1942,  she  became 
acting  dean  and  acting  director  of  the

38  Graduate,  79  Enter 
Nursing  School 

Thirty-eight  young  women  were  grad- 
uated from  our  School  of  Nursing  on 
September  26.  The  following  week,  a 
new  crop  of  79  girls  was  welcomed,  the 
largest  class  since  World  War  II  days 
and  the  third  largest  in  the  73-year  his- 
tory of  the  school. 

Twenty-one  of  the  recent  graduates 
have  joined  the  nursing  staff  of  NYH. 

This  year's  freshmen  hail  from  15 
states  including  distant  California  and 
New  Mexico:  one  is  from  Ecuador.  They 
have  taken  the  minimum  two  years  of 
college  preparation  required  for  en- 
trance at  49  different  colleges.

Miss  Olive  M.  Reid,  who  for  10  very 
active  years  has  held  the  position  of 
head  of  the  out-patient  nursing  service 
of  the  Hospital  and  has  also  been  asso- 
ciate professor  of  out-patient  nursing  in 
the  School,  resigned  on  September  1st. 

She  will  be  succeeded  by  Kathleen 
M.  Newton  who  has  been  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  nursing  and  administrative  as- 
sistant for  staff  education. 

Dorothy  Mc  MuUan,  for  the  past  four 
years  supervisor  of  out-patient  medical 
and  surgical  nursing,  has  been  named 
assistant  head  of  the  out-patient  nurs- 
ing service. 

Miss  Reid,  whose  departure  from  the 
Center  marked  to  the  very  day  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  her  arrival  for  duty  here, 
has  headed  for  California,  "right  back 
where  she  started  from."  Before  coming 
to  New  York,  she  had  been  director  of 
out-patient  nursing  at  the  Children's 
Hospital  in  Los  Angeles.  At  one  time, 
she  was  supervisor  of  operating  room 
nursing  at  Stanford  University  Hospitals 
in  San  Francisco. 

Her  plans  following  this  reverse  mi- 
gration were  not  definite  at  the  time  of 
her  leaving  but  we  know  that  she  has 
taken  off  for  the  West  Coast  in  her  mer- 
ry new  Oldsmobile.  An  inveterate 
theatre-goer,  Miss  Reid  will  be  missed 
along  .Schubert  Alley  almost  as  much 
as  she  will  be  at  the  Center. 

Miss  Newton,  a  member  of  the  nurs- 
ing administrative  and  supervisory  staff 
since  July,  1948,  had  an  earlier  record 
of  service  at  the  Hospital  from  1942-44 
as  a  supervisor  in  surgery.  She  has  a 
diploma  in  nursing  from  the  University 
of  Washington  School  of  Nursing:  pre- 
viously she  received  a  B.S.  degree  from 
the  university,  with  a  major  in  anatomy.

tendered  his  resignation  from  this  posi- 
tion as  well  as  from  the  Joint  Adminis- 
tative  Board  of  The  New  York  Hos- 
pital-Cornell Medical  Center.  He  con- 
tinues as  a  governor.  Hamilton  Hadley, 
who  has  been  a  member  of  the  Board 
since  1947,  has  been  elected  to  succeed 
Mr.  Jackson  in  both  posts. 

Our  Mr.  Jackson's  qualifications  for 
the  post  of  deputy  director  of  the  C.I. A. 
have  received  high  praise  from  leading 
news  analysts  in  recent  weeks.  Com- 
missioned by  the  Army  as  a  captain  in 
February,  1942,  he  passed  through  the 
Air  Corps  Intelligence  School,  a  tour  of 
duty  with  ground  troops  and  various 
other  assignments  until  in  January, 
1944,  as  Lieutenant  Colonel  Jackson  he 
went  to  London  to  join  the  intelligence 
section  of  American  Military  Head- 
quarters. As  chief  of  intelligence  to  Gen- 
eral Devers  and  then  deputy  chief  to 
General  Bradley,  he  served  notably 
throughout  the  war  in  Europe. 

On  the  basis  of  his  war-time  exper- 
ience, Mr.  Jackson  helped  in  the  draft- 
ing of  the  basic  proposal  for  the  intel- 
ligence agency  of  which  he  has  now  be- 
come No.  2  man.  Until  his  call  to  Wash- 
ington, Mr.  Jackson,  a  lawyer,  had  been 
managing  director  of  J.  H.  Whitney 
&  Co. 
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Thomas  Donworth  Retires;  Ends 
55  Yrs.  With  Westchester  Division 


The  oldest  New  York  Hospital  em- 
ployee in  point  of  service,  Thomas  Don- 
worth,  head  storekeeper  of  the  West- 
chester Division,  retired  on  October  1st 
after  55  years  on  the  job.  He  had  been 
employed  by  the  Hospital  continuously 
since  May,  1895. 

Attaining  such  a  milestone  of  serv- 
ice naturally  encourages  reminiscences 
and  although  Mr.  Donworth  is  still  hale 
and  hearty  and  living  in  the  present  and 
for  the  future,  he  does  have  a  few  in- 
teresting stories  to  tell  of  his  early  days 
in  White  Plains. 

In  1895,  when  young  Tom  Donworth 
came  looking  for  a  job,  White  Plains 
was  a  typical  country  village  of  some 
5,000  people.  Railroad  Avenue,  now 
Main  Street,  the  chief  thoroughfare,  was 
well  equipped  with  hitching  posts  to 
keep  Dobbin  safe  while  master  went 
shopping. 

The  main  building  of  the  Westchester 
Division,  then  known  as  Bloomingdale 
Hospital,  was  nearing  completion,  hav- 
ing been  opened  the  previous  year  on 
a  bare  hillside  surrounded  by  farmland. 
For  the  next  twenty-five  years  or  so,  Mr. 
Donworth  worked  on  the  grounds  and 
the  farm.  It  is  hard  to  realize  today  that 
evervone  of  the  great  trees  which  en- 
hance the  grounds  were  planted  in  the 
late  Nineties.  Here's  how  Mr.  Donworth 
explains  that  fact: 

"The  Superintendent  in  those  days 
planned  the  location  of  every  tree.  We 
walked  about,  and  anywhere  that  Dr. 
Lyons  wanted  a  tree,  I  drove  a  stake, 
here  and  there  and  everywhere,  for  he 
did  not  believe  in  planting  trees  in 
rows.  This  went  on  several  days  a  week 
for  many  weeks.  I  do  not  recall  a  single 
tree  growing  then  on  the  men's  and 
women's  grounds.  We  planted  them  all." 

In  later  years  Mr.  Donworth  had  rea- 
son to  be  grateful  to  one  tree  now  grown 
to  great  girth,  for  it  saved  his  car 
from  going  over  a  steep  embankment  on 
an  icy  night.  He  calls  it  his  "memorial." 

In  the  early  years  of  this  century,  the 
Hospital  had  a  large  truck  garden  and 
a  dairy  farm  with  a  herd  of  fifty  cows. 
Forty  horses  were  needed  for  the  farm 
and  for  the  stages  that  met  the  trains 
bringing  visitors  to  the  hospital.

In  1920.  Mr.  Donworth  was  transfer- 
red to  the  work  of  storekeeper,  from 
which  he  is  about  to  retire.  He  plans  to 
enjoy  his  leisure  here  in  White  Plains 
and  in  the  South  in  the  company  of  his 
wife  who  during  all  these  years  has  also 
been  closely  connected  with  the  Hospital. 

A  few  months  after  Mr.  Donworth  ar- 
rived, the  young  girl  who  became  his 
future  wife  came  to  work  at  the  Hospital 
also,  first  as  an  attendant  and  later,  hav- 
ing received  training,  as  a  nurse.  With 
time  out  to  raise  a  family  of  five  chil- 
dren who  are  now  grown  and  scattered. 
Mrs.  Donworth  returned  to  her  nurs- 
ing duties  until  her  retirement  about 
two  years  ago.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Donworth 
are  the  proud  grandparents  of  seven 
grandchildren. 

In  a  world  of  rapid  change,  the  Don- 
worths'  fellow  workers  say  they  find  it 
reassuring  to  know  two  people  whose 
entire  long  life  of  service  has  kept  them 
close  to  each  other  and  close  to  the 
institution  which  has  been  their  home 
and  the  scene  of  their  professional  ac- 
tivities for  more  than  half  a  century. 

A  memento  from  his  many  good 
friends  on  the  staff  was  presented  to  Mr. 
Donworth  before  he  left.
